Claim 12 recites the "use of and as such is non-statutory. Therefore it is withdrawn from consideration. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: The special technical feature present in all these Groups is 2-acylated benzofuran 
nucleus. This nucleus is not a contribution over the prior art because it is taught in the prior art. See 
Zhang et al. (WO 03/072561). 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious burden on the examiner if restriction were not required; because the inventions require a different 
field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
